finishes. Rob Andrews (Hon) was 
fourth overall with a 2-9 tally and 
Kees Van der Ven (КТМ) finished 
fifth overall with an 8-4 perfor- 
mance. Van der Ven is third in the 
point standings with 130 points. 


Junior class dirt tracker Bryan 
Villella, who has a commanding 
lead in the AMA Junior National 
Championship Dirt Track Series 
point standings, has run afoul of 
errors in print as far as his spon- 
sors go. His tuner, Mike Camp- 
house, says Villella is sponsored 
by “Ron Wood, MC Racing, Tsu- 
baki, Shoei, Cam-2, Hog Wash, 
and Phil's Cycle Shop of Pontiac, 
Michigan.” 


Over 88,000 race fans attended the 
May 29-30 Montreal Supercross 
doubleheader in Canada. Alan King 
(Suz) won Friday night's race with 
Ross Pederson (Yam) second and 
Andy Stacey (Hon) third. Pederson 
was the winner Saturday night with 
Alan Dyck (Yam) second and King 
third. 


Jimmie Darrell Lynch, 38, of 
Bakersfield, California, suffered 
fatal injuries in an accident that 
occurred while he was riding a 
bicycle on May 23. Lynch, an off- 
road race competitor, is survived 
by his wife Elizabeth and daughter 
Trista. Godspeed, Jimmie. 


Classes for the remaining American 
Historic Racing Motorcycle Associ- 








ation (AHRMA) Historic Cup Series 
races may be altered to suit track 
length and track density, according 
to regulations released by AHRMA.

Mounted on Shobert's Bell 
Helmet was a modified Clear Rhea 
Mud Eater, an automatic tearoff 
device designed for use by sprint 
car drivers. The Mud Eater con- 
tained the equivalant of 100 
tearoffs in a single film strip, 
which rotated from housings on 
the right side of the helmet to the 
left side of the champ's head gear 
whenever Shobert pushed a but- 
ton on his handlebars. The unit, 
which operates off three nine-volt 
batteries, is made by Clear Rhea 
Manufacturing of Eminence, Indi- 
ana. Clear Rhea owner Rex Rhea 
said he will expand into the motor- 
cycle market with his lightweight 
automatic tearoff machine if there 
is enough demand.

The new Cagiva 500cc V-four Grand Prix bike made its debut at the 
Italian GP on May 24 with Raymond Roche riding it to a respectable 
ninth place. The new Cagiva sports a Yamaha Delta-box-like frame, and 
a Yamaha YZR500-like compact, twin-crank V-four engine. The engine 
has been made more compact by reducing the Vee angle, in turn a benefit 
which accrues from the replacement of Dell ‘Orto carburetors with 
Mikunis. The major frame development is minor; the rear suspension 
linkage is now above the swingarm, allowing the lower exhausts a cleaner 
exit, While at the same time improving ground clearance.

AB36, Assemblyman Richard 
Floyd's (D-Gardena) measure which 
would require mandatory helmet use 
while riding a motorcycle in Cali- 
fornia, was approved by the state 
assembly June 1, but may be recon- 
sidered later this week. After the 
assembly voted 41-29 to approve the 
measure, AB36-opponent, Assembly- 
man Gil Ferguson (R-Newport 
Beach), immediately asked that the 
bill be reconsidered. The assembly 
will vote June 4 оп whether or not 
they will poll themselves a second 
time on AB36 or send it directly to 
the state senate. In Illinois, HB2, a 
mandatory helmet use bill sponsored 
by Representative John Cullerton 
(D-Chicago), was withdrawn from 
House Ru Representatives consider- 
ation when Cullerton realized it 
probably would not pass. Cullerton 
sent the measure back to the Judi- 
ciary Committee for “interim study." 
That action probably will keep the 
bill alive until the legislature recon- 
venes in January. In the state of 
Washington, НВ161, which origi- 
nally called for mandatory helmet 
use by all riders, was amended to 
cover only those riders age 18 and 
under. The bill was signed into law 
May 18 and will become effective 
July 25. Oregon's proposed manda- 
tory helmet use bill, HB2581, 
recently was amended to place the 
issue before the public in the form 
of a referendum vote. Oregon voters 
are scheduled to consider the mea- 
sure during the May, 1988 primary. 
Oregon's law currently requires 
md use only for riders under age 
18. 


U.S. Senator Alan Cranston (D- 
CA) recently sent a letter to the 
19 members of the Senate Energy 
and Natural Resources Commit- 
tee, urging his colleagues to 
support S.7. Although opponents 
hold that Cranston's controversial 
Desert Protection Act would shut 
down most of the California 
desert to off-road riding, Cranston 
claimed in his letter that S.7 
would leave adequate acreage 
available for OHV use. “Surely 
770,000 acres — an area the size 
of Rhode Island — plus 15,000 
miles of unmaintained dirt routes, 
should be enough to satisfy any 
reasonable ORV user,” Cranston 
said. The public lands subcommit- 
tee of the Energy and Natural 
Resources Committee is expected 
to conduct a hearing on S.7 
sometime in late June. 


Vance & Hines’ Dennis Smith will 
be on hand with Pirelli tires at the 
July 11-12 Laguna Seca round of the 
AMA Road Race Series in Monterey, 
California. Smith will have tires for 
Honda's CB600 Hurricanes: and 
Yamaha's FZ600 motorcycles used in 
the Supersports race. The DOT- 
approved Pirellis have been used by 
Richard Moore in his recent two 
wins in the 600cc Stock Production 
class at Willow Springs Interna- 
tional Raceway in Rosamond, 
California. 








Three-time World Champion 
Kenny Roberts was besieged both 
in the pits and on the track when 
he ran a single practice session at 
the Italian Grand Prix on May 21. 
Reportedly, riders tried to follow 
him after he passed for a quick 
riding lesson from Roberts. “I 
didn't go out to prove 1 can still 
go faster than the other guys,” 
Roberts said. “We have tire test- 
ing to do, and Randy (Mamola) 
needs to concentrate on preparing 
for the race. ۱ was looking for 
information on some new sidewall 
constructions, which Dunlop 
needs for the next generation tire. 
It was kinda neat, but I'd have 
been happier if | could have seen 
where | was going. It takes time 
to adjust your brain and your eyes 
to 185 mph. At first | couldn't see 
the brake markers.” Roberts’ 
practice times would have put him 
13th on the Grand Prix starting 
grid. The former dirt track and 
road race champ has no plans on 
racing, although he may continue 
to test his Team Lucky Strike 
Roberts Yamahas. 


AMA/Camel Pro Series Superbike 
Champion Fred Merkel was on hand 
for the Italian Grand Prix in Monza 
on May 24. Merkel rode in, and won, 
a support race prior to the GP on 
his Honda VFR Superbike. Former 
World Champion Marco Lucchinel- 
li's eight-valve Ducati was also on 
hand for the race, but the machine 
blew up on the warm-up lap. 


The NMA Western Qualifier, orig- 
inally scheduled for June 7 at Los 
Angeles County Raceway in 
Palmdale, California, has been 
moved to Barona Oaks in Ram- 
ona, California, and the race date 
has been changed to June 6. All 
classes will be raced, including 
mini classes. The race was moved 
due to insurance problems that 
prohibited riders under 12 years 
of age from competing at L.A. 
County Raceway. 


Steven Holt, the author of “Life’s a 
Bitch and Then You Die" and AFM/ 
AMA Number 58, was recently 
injured in a street accident when a 
motorist made an illegal left hand 
turn in front of him. Holt suffered 
a broken rib, separated rib cage, three 
fractured ribs, two fractured wrists, 
five compressed/fractured vertebrae 
and a separated shoulder. Holt is 
recovering and says he will be at the 
AFM road races serving as a turn 
marshall and tech inspector.

It 
was Naylor's third consecutive 
victory at the Sun Valley GP. 
Second wentto Curtis Dice (Hon). 
Duke Dowell (Hon) and Tom Hern- 
don (C-A), shared third overall 
(first 250) in the time-adjusted 
results, and Jeff Miller (Hon) 
claimed the 125cc division. 


Two-time Hinsdale TT Champion 
Doug Chandler, who won the 
National TT races held at Santa Fe 
Speedway near Chicago, Illinois, in 
both 1985 and 1986, confirmed at the 
Louisville Half Mile that he will not 
defend his Santa Fe TT title Friday 
night, June 5. Instead, Chandler will 
go to the Camel Pro Series Road Race 
at Brainerd International Raceway 
in Brainerd, Minnesota, to defend his 
slim 41-40 Camel Pro point lead over 
road race specialist Wayne Rainey. 
"I've gotta go to Brainerd,” Chandler 
said. “I’ve done that twice (raced 
Friday night at Hinsdale and Sunday 
at a nearby National road race). It’s 
rough." Chandler, who has won two 
dirt track Nationals this year, fin- 
ished 15th at Daytona and seventh 
at Road Atlanta. He is locked in a 
battle for the Camel Pro title with 
Rainey and Grand National Cham- 
pion Bubba Shobert. Shobert is third 
in the standings with 35 points. 


Texan Sammy Sweet powered his 
way to an 11th-place finish at the 
Louisville Half Mile even though 
doctors felt Sweet probably 
should have left his Pyramid 
Builders Harley-Davidson parked 
until the June 27, National Half 
Mile in Lima, Ohio. Sweet, who 
was injured in a solo, turn-one 
crash at the May 3 San Jose Mile, 
is recovering from a broken right 
shoulder and from surgery on his 
right foot. “l'm not supposed to 
be walking, but it's only the right 
foot so it's going to stay on the 
peg anyway,'' Sweet said. “Апа 
my shoulder hurts when 1 gas it. 
I’m supposed to be fully healed in 
two or three weeks, in time for 
Lima, but | couldn't wait that 
long.” Sweet is riding the motor- 
cycle he used during his 1986 
Camel Pro campaign, rebuilt with 
parts pulled from the XR750 
Sweet broke in half during the 
crash at San Jose. 


Jim “Jimbo” Filice of Modesto, 
California, who failed to qualify for 
the Louisville Half Mile when the 
ignition went sour on his Eddie 
Atkins Harley-Davidson during the 
first semi, is less than confident that 
his Yamaha FZ750 will go the dis- 
tance during the Camel Pro Series 
Road Race at Brainerd (Minnesota) 
International Raceway, June 5-7. “It’s 
kind of depressing. I have to ride the 
bike with the old rods and cross my 
fingers one more time. The new rods 
aren't in. It's hard to ride when you 
don't have confidence in your bike." 
Filice's next dirt track appearance 
most likely will be at the July 26 
DuQuoin (Illinois) Mile, “because 
there are a lot of road races coming 
up.

AMA Grand National Championship Dirt Track 
Series/Camel Pro Series: Rounds 5/4 


Parker edges Estep 
at Louisville Half Mile

Flint, Michigan's Scott Parker powered his 
Bill Werner-tuned factory Harley-Davidson 
to a slim victory over Harley-mounted Ohio 
privateer Don Estep at the 21st running of 


the Louisville Half Mile. Fred- 
die Spencer/SuperTrapp Rac- 
ing’s Doug Chandler, from 
California, took a close third. 

The victory was Parker's second 
win in a row on the crushed limes- 
tone oval at Louisville Downs, and 
marked his second National victory 
in as many weeks. Parker also won 
here in May, 1986 and preceded 
tonight's victory with a win at the 
Springfield Mile on May 24. 

Parker put his H-D Motor Co./ 
Bell/Coors/Tsubaki XR750 into the 
lead early in lap one and held on 
— full-lock sideways, throwing a 
limestone roostertail — all the way 
to the checkered flag. His perfor- 
mance delighted the estimated 15,500 
race fans, most of whom were def- 
initely pro-Harley. 

The factory rider held down a four- 
second lead by the end of lap five, 
but third-year Expert Estep reeled 
him in and almost stole the race from 
Parker with an outside pass coming 
out of turn four on the final go- 
around. 

"I knew he (Estep) was close but 
I didn't know how close," said 
Parker. “I couldn't believe it when 





I turned around. I was happy to see 
the checkered flag.” 

"All at once we were bunched 
together," said Estep, describing the 
exit from turn four on lap 20. “Scotty 
got sideways and I got a good drive, 
but I almost hit him. If I could have 
kept my drive up, I think I could 
have got him." 

Estep's second place was the best 
National finish ever for the Steel 
Masters/Custom Cycle/Shoei/Smit- 
ty’s/H-D Motor Co./Scott USA/ 
Answer/Castrol-sponsored rider. 
The race also provided the best 
Louisville finish ever for Chandler, 
who worked his way through traffic 
after being blasted with blinding 
limestone on the opening lap. 

“Estep had the fastest line on the 
race track and when Scotty went by 
(just after the start) I knew the high 
line was the line," said Chandler. 
“Once I got going, I moved my line 
up. I wish I would have had two 
more laps — just two more laps.” 

Parker earned approximately 
$8000 at Louisville Downs. He 
collected $5000 for winning the main 
event, $2000 for placing third in the 
Camel Challenge, and raked in 
another $1000 or so in contengencies 
and bonuses. In all, a purse of 








$55,500 was divided among the 48 
Expert riders who made up the field. 

The big money winner, however, 
was privateer Tim Mertens of Belle- 
ville, Illinois, who earned $10,000 for 
winning the $17,500 Camel Chal- 
lenge, a special five-lap sprint race 
held between the top six qualifiers. 
In so doing, Mertens became the first 
privateer ever to earn the lion's share 
of the Camel Challenge pot. 

Parker's win gave him the lead in 
the National Dirt Track Series point 
standings. He now holds the edge on 
Chandler, 72-66. Team Honda's 
Bubba Shobert came into the race 
tied with Parker for the lead, but 
dropped to third, with 58 points, 
after finishing ninth in Saturday's 
final., Parker’s Harley teammate, 
Californian Chris Carr, moved up to 
fourth in the standings with 42 
points after finishing fourth in the 
main event. 

Because Louisville is one of nine 
1987 National dirt track races that 
wil pay Camel Pro points, 
Chandler's performance narrowly 
put him on top of the Camel Pro 
Series point standings. He leads road 
racer Wayne Rainey, who failed to 
qualify for Louisville's feature race, 
41-40. Shobert is third in the Camel 
standings with 35 points. 


Time Trials 


Parker set fast time, stopping the 
clock at 25.065 seconds, well off the 
22.263-second record set by Steve 
Eklund on a blue groove track in 
1981. Parker's slower showing was 
attributed to the AMA's efforts to, 
"bring the cushion back to Louis- 
ville." The track was reworked after 
time trials and constantly groomed 
throughout the evening. 

"Findlay Flyer" Steve Morehead 
turned the timers at 25.079 to claim 
second fastest time, while Chandler 
rode the Freddie Spencer/Super- 
Trapp/Arai/Hi-Point/Nankai/ 
ERC/Bel-Ray/ND/RK Chain 
Honda to. third fastest time with a 
25.126 showing. Mertens qualified 
fourth fastest at 25.224, and Shobert 
rode the factory Honda to fifth fastest 
with a 25.249 clocking. 

Rounding out the top 10 qualifiers 





were Carr, four-time Louisville 
winner Jay Springsteen, Sammy 


. Sweet, Scott Pearson and Terry 


Poovey. The 48th and final qualifier 
from the 66 Experts who attempted 
to make the field was Mark Dolacin. 
His cutoff time was 26.825.

Brookville, Ohio's Doug Davis led 
the first 10-lap Expert qualifying 
heat from start to finish aboard his 
LZ Racing/KK Motorycle Supply/ 
F&S H-D XR750. Sweet, recovering 
from a broken right shoulder suf- 
fered during a turn one crash at the 
San Jose Mile four weeks ago, 
pressured Davis for the entire race 
but had to settle for second. Parker 
and Pearson had a heated argument 
over third for eight laps until Pear- 
son bobbled in turns three and four 
on the final lap, allowing Parker to 
gas it around the outside and take 
the last direct transfer to the main. 

Springsteen powered out of the 
hole a little too fast at the start of 
the second heat race, bringing out 
the red flag. Springer soon lined up 
on row three for the restart, but 
Morehead never made it back to the 
grid with his KK/Laubes Cycle/F&S 
H-D/Storz/John Dragoo/J.W. Hunt 
Harley-Davidson. 

“The oil pump gave up and it tied 
the rods up,” said Morehead, who 
is fighting a Louisville jinx. “I 
haven’t finished here for seven years 
in a row." 

The ailing engine not only 
knocked Morehead out of the 
National, but also eliminated the 
second-fastest qualifier from the 
Camel Challenge race, even though 
he was still eligible to run, because 
he didn't have enough time to 
change engines. 

Poovey led the group into turn one 
on the restart, followed by Canadian 
Jon Cornwell, Indiana's Dan Ingram 
and Springsteen, who blasted off row 
three. Springer took third from 
Ingram on lap four, about the same 
time Cornwell, sponsored by Deeley 
H-D/Central Ontario Cycle/Cham- 
pion/Shoei/Treen, passed Poovey 
and powered into the lead. Spring- 
steen worked on Poovey for the rest 
of the race and passed him on lap 
nine to set the finishing order. 

Carr and Chandler grappled for 
the top spot in the third, 10-lap 
Expert heat, with Carr leading the 
first six laps and Chandler taking 
command on the final four. 
Chandler worked his way around the 
factory Harley rider coming out of 
turn three on lap six when Carr 
drifted wide and Chandler tucked his 
Honda underneath. 

Third, and the final transfer spot, 
went to two-time National Champion 
Ricky Graham, who was riding a 
Harley-Davidson. borrowed from 
rookie Bryan McDowell. Graham 
showed up at Louisville without а 


. ride after discovering cracks in the 


cases of a brand new engine on his 
RS750 Honda following the Spring- 
field Mile. 

'The fourth heat race was won by 
Iowa's Rich King aboard his Garvis 
Honda Town/Missile Eng./Shoe1/ 
Hickman Racing/RK Chain/Bell 
Industries Honda. King nabbed the 
holeshot and pulled away from the 
field to take his first-ever Expert heat 
race win from wire to wire. 

Shobert chased King in the early 
going but finally decided to let the 
youngster go and settle for second, 
and the transfer spot that went along 
with it. Mertens finished third to take 
the final transfer spot. 


Semis 


Under AMA Expert rules for half 
mile competition, the two 10-lap 
semis are just like the last chance 
qualifier — only the winners transfer 


- directly to the main event. 








It was for that very reason that 
Pearson took no chances in the first 
semi. He grabbed the holeshot, took 
to the high line and led the race from 
start to finish to guarantee his berth 
in the National. Ingram, Chad 
Felicio and Ted “Тоо Tall" Boody 
rounded out the top four. 

Boody was riding — and trying to 
adjust to — a Harley Davidson 
borrowed from Tennessee Expert 
Tommy Register, who failed to 
qualify for the program. Boody, who 
said he hasn't been on a Harley in 
about three years and who added that 
it felt "weird" trying to ride one, 
borrowed the bike from Register after 
his Hud Racing Honda blew it's 
engine during practice. 

The final semi was an Estep 
runaway. The Ohio Expert, who 
finished fourth in the third heat, put 
his Steel Masters Harley up near the 
hay bales and gassed it. No one could 
catch him, although Bryan Harden, 
Ronnie Jones, Rainey and Sweet 
each gave it a try. 


. Last Chance Qualifier 


Rainey was first off the line in the 
LCQ, but was passed in turns one 
and two by Boody and Dan Ingram, 
who powered around the outside. 

Ingram held the top spot until lap 
three, when Boody used a low line 
to get around the Indiana rider, who 
was riding high on the cushion. 
Boody, who was looking more and 
more. comfortable aboard the bor- 
rowed Harley, led the final seven laps 
to earn the last spot on the National 
starting grid. Jones got around 
Ingram coming out of turn two on 
lap five, but missed the main event 
by one position. 


Camel Challenge 


“I got second here once," said a 
confident Mertens before the start of 
the Camel Challenge. “I know I can 
win it." 

'Three-time National Champion 
Springsteen, who qualified seventh 
and who was in the race only by 
virtue of Morehead's misfortune, 
grabbed the holeshot at the start of 

:the Camel Challenge, but second- 
running Mertens — true to his word 
— took the lead away from Springer 
on lap two and never looked back. 

Springsteen held onto second for 
the duration, while Parker finished 
third after bumping Carr to fourth 
on lap four. Shobert ran fifth from 
flag to flag, and Chandler was never 
able to get his Freddie Spencer/ 
SuperTrapp Honda out of sixth. 

"When they first set it up (the 
Camel Challenge) I didn't think it 
was fair to me because I never time 
trialed that good,” said Mertens, who 
is backed by Belleville Honda/ 
Shoei/M&M Racing/Maxie. “Ви! 
now, I guess it's different. It's a 
dream come true. I just wish my dad 
was here to see it.” 


National 


Carr nailed the holeshot aboard 
his H-D Motor Co./Lawwill/Shoei/ 
RS  Tachi/Hap  Jones/Hobie- 
sponsored Harley-Davidson at the 
beginning of the 20-lap feature race 
and headed for the inside line. 
Chandler followed Carr into turn 
one, riding in the middle of the track, 
while Parker rocketed off row two 
and powered around the two front 
runners on the outside. By the time 
the trio exited turn two, Parker was 
out front and running away. 

When Parker, on the outside, and 
Carr, on the inside, moved together 
coming out of turn two on lap one, 
they spewed a pair of crushed limes- 
tone roostertails into Chandler's 
face. Blinded by the spray, Chandler 
backed off the gas and reached for 
a tearoff, allowing Mertens, Shobert 
and Davis to motor by.

Chandler managed to pass Davis 
on lap two, as did Estep, who was 
charging hard after a row-three start, 
running his XR750 high into turns 
one and three and coming out low, 
and on the gas, through turns two 
and four. 

Estep had the track dialed. During 
the first seven laps, he appeared to 
pass at will, using his high/low line 
to get by at least one rider each lap. 
He picked off fifth-running 
Chandler, took fourth from Shobert, 
stole third from Mertens, and 
bumped Carr out of second. He then 
set his sights on Parker, who held 
a four-second advantage. 

By the midway point, Estep was 
closing on Parker, Carr was alone 
in third and Chandler battled fiercely 
with Mertens for fourth. Following 
in freight-train fashion were Sho- 
bert, Pearson, Springsteen, Corn- 
well, Davis, Boody, Poovey and 
Sweet. Graham, who felt uncomfor- 
table riding McDowell’s Harley, and 
King were struggling at the back of 
the pack. 

Estep ran it deep into turn one on 
lap 11, up near the hay bales, and 
twisted his foot when he stuck it in 
a hole. The injury throbbed with 
pain for the rest of the race, but the 
Ohio rider continued to push hard 
and continued to close on Parker. 
Chandler used lap 11 to charge 
toward Carr's rear fender while 
Shobert started slipping backward in 
the pack. 

On lap 12 a fast-closing Estep 
began to pressure Parker, Chandler 
hounded Carr for third and Pearson 
pressured Mertens for fifth. Spring- 
steen was circulating in ninth, 
trailing a Shobert/Cornwell fight for 
seventh. 

Chandler slid around Carr going 
into turn one on lap 15, to set the 
top five finishing positions. Shobert 
had slipped to ninth, running 
behind Cornwell, Pearson and 
Springsteen. Boody had moved his 
borrowed Harley into 10th and was 
setting the pace for Poovey, Sweet, 
Davis, Graham and King. 

Coming out of turn four on lap 
20, headed for the checkers, Estep and 
Chandler were suddenly, almost 
unexpectedly, pushing at Parker's

rear fender. Estep grabbed the gas, 
but had to back off when Parker got 
sideways and blocked his line. Estep 
recovered and tried to pass Parker at 
the finish line, but was short by a 
half bike length. The two front 
runners were just out of Chandler's 
reach. Chandler led Carr and 
Mertens across the line. 

By the finish, Springsteen, Pear- 
son and Boody had moved into sixth 
through eighth, respectively. Sho- 
bert finished ninth and Poovey took 
10th ahead of Sweet, Davis, Graham 
and King. Cornwell, who suffered a 
late-race get-off in turn two on lap 
17, finished 15th. 

“Boy, I really loved that,” said 
Estep after the race..''It was the best 
ride I’ve ever had. It was so smooth.” 

“That roost really got me on the 
first lap," said Chandler. “Even in 
the heat race, when I was catching 
up with Chris (Carr) there were 
times when I couldn't get the tearoff 
off in time. The only thing I had 
to go by was the 20 on Chris's back." 

"It wasn't my kind a track," said 
Carr with a shrug and a smile. “After 





the last two weeks I'm happy just 
to finish." 

“I just couldn't get it together," 
said Shobert. е

Johnson, Schmit scorch 
Secession MX

Honda's Rick Johnson and Suzuki's Donny 
Schmit took the 250 and 125cc wins, re- 
spectively, at the inaugural running of the 
PoFolks National at Secession MX. 


Johnson made it four for five 
in the series so far this season 
by posting a 2-1 moto tally, 
besting Jeff Ward's 1-2 on the 
factory Kawasaki. A 7-1 tally carried 


Schmit to the winner's circle, his first 
National career victory. 

Promoter Howard Burton joined 
forces with MX star Bob Hannah in 
designing the course at Secession. It

was the first time National MX 
racing has come to South Carolina, 
and as usual this time of year, it was 
hot. Temperatures in the 90s made 
top physical conditioning a must for 
those who stayed on a winning pace. 

Despite efforts to keep the course 
watered, dust became a problem. 
Combined with the heat, the 30- 
minute plus two laps motos were 
tough duty for all riders. 

An AMA purse of $22,000 was 
posted for the event. Johnson netted 
$950 for his win, with Schmit taking 
home $359 for the 125cc overall. 

With one round remaining in the 
250cc National Series, Johnson needs 
only a top 10 finish to take the title. 
Honda's Micky Dymond retained his 
point lead in the 125cc standings over 
George Holland, with seven rounds 
remaining in the small bore 
championship. 

A healthy crowd estimated at 3000 
attended the first running of the 
South Carolina National. Fans were 
treated to a good show, complete 
with sky divers and great racing 
action. 


250cc National 


Ward led Honda riders Jim Kap- 
itan and Jeff Hicks through the left/ 
right S-turn off the start of moto one, 
but within a lap Johnson cut his way 
to second. A great battle set up 
between Johnson, Káwasaki's Ron 
Lechien, Yamaha rider Jeff Stanton, 
Suzuki rider Jeff Risz and Suzuki's 
Johnny O'Mara. The group was 
jockeying for the number two slot, 
with Lechien getting it first by going 
underneath Johnson. The move 
didn't stick, and Johnson gained 
ground on Lechien to retain second 
by the finish line jump. 

By lap four Ward had a safe lead 
on Johnson and Lechien. Stanton 
was alone in fourth, and Mike Fisher 
was on O'Mara's silencer for fifth. 
It looked to be Fisher's day; the 
Kawasaki privateer worked past 
O'Mara, and then nabbed Stanton 
for fourth. 

At the halfway point, Ward had 
a five-second lead on Johnson, with 
Lechien a bit off the pace in third. 
Fisher was fourth, followed by 
Stanton and O'Mara, who were 
deciding who was going to claim 
fifth. Yamaha's Keith Bowen, Suzu- 
ki's Hannah and Frisz were 7-8-9. 

Ward expanded his gap over 
Johnson to 14 seconds. O' Mara 





settled into a strong pace and passed 
Stanton, and in yet another race 
Hannah found some fire. The 30- 
year-old self-professed “old man” 
worked by Bowen for seventh, and 
then gained ground until he had his 
sights on Stanton. 

The “Hurricane” set up on the 
inside, then passed Stanton and a 
lapped rider in the same clean move, 
all in timing with the cheers from 
his many fans along the fences. 

It was Ward showing the number 
one sign at the checkered flag, 
followed by Johnson, Lechien, 
Fisher, O'Mara, Hannah, Bowen and 
Suzuki's Willie Surratt. Stanton 
finished the race in ninth. 

It was Ward, Johnson and Stanton 
1-2-3 off the start of moto two. 
Johnson set up on a double jump 
and passed to lead on lap two, 
followed by Ward, Stanton, Yamaha 
rider Brian Manley, Kawasaki- 
mounted Tommy Watts, O'Mara, 
Frisz and Bowen. 

O'Mara began drilling away on 
Watts, and got by on the back section 
of the course for fifth. Lechien 
looked a bit more drained than in 
moto one, and almost went down on 
an inside grooved line. 

Johnson, Ward and Stanton were 
running in the top three just after 
the halfway mark, with O'Mara 
closing on Manley for fourth. 
Lechien, Watts, Surratt and Fisher 
were next, with Hannah closing on 
Bowen for 10th. O'Mara took one 
more lap and found a line by Manley, 
and Hannah made a move stick on 
Bowen. 

Johnson and Ward ran away from 
the field to finish 1-2. O'Mara used 
everything he had to pass Stanton 
for third late in the race. Johnny O' 
even shouted his famous “hoot” to 
let his competitors know he's coming 


y. 

Stanton claimed fourth followed 
by Lechien, Surratt, Fisher and 
Hannah. 

As they were coasting off the track, 
Watts and Hannah exchanged some 
heated words. “If he'd been a lap 
down there'd been a scrap," said 
Hannah, “but he wasn't. I'm the 
ignorant one in that argument." 

“I had my suspension set too soft 
in moto one and had trouble off the 
jumps," said Johnson. “I’m not 
taking anything away from Jeff, 
because he rode well. We reset the 
suspension for moto two and it was

Gardner wins, takes 
point lead in Italian GP

Wayne Gardner's second win of the four- 
race-old season in the Italian Grand Prix 
at Monza not only moved him into the World 


Championship lead, it also underlined just 
2 how much his riding has been | elevated by the superiority of 





the historic Monza circuit in Ita

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his V-four Rothmans Honda. 
He is starting to look unbeat- 
able. 

It is a sensation he clearly enjoys. 
In response to a discomforted Eddie 
Lawson's comment: “We (Marlboro 
Yamaha) have been left behind by 
Honda. There's nothing we can do 
to catch him;" Gardner says: “That’s 
what I want him to think." And he 
can't help but seem to crow when 
he adds: "Now Eddie knows how I 
felt last year.” 

Gardner's margin over Lawson at 
the fast and historic circuit near 
Milan was “only” 15 seconds, after 
the Australian's nose began bleeding 
on the second lap. “І could have gone 
faster," he said. “But I slowed down 
to assess the situation. My nose 
hasn't bled since I was a child, but 
I've had a headache for a few days. 
There was some blood on my visor, 
but it wasn't serious, and I was able 
to win at a comfortable pace.” 

But the real race was for third place 
— a frenzied race-long battle of slip- 
streaming and foxing at more than 
170 mph between the works Yama- 
has, joined in the last laps by a heroic 
Ron Haslam, riding stiff and sore 
after a bad crash on his Honda NSR 
in practice. 

On a desperate last lap, Randy 
Mamola and Rob McEInea collided. 
Mamola fell, McElnea faltered, and 
Christian Sarron nipped through to 
take third with McElnea three hun- 
dredths of a second behind. Haslam 
was also within the same half- 
second. 

The other hero of the day was 
Kevin Schwantz, who rode the out- 
paced RGV Suzuki V-four consist- 
ently beyond its limit with skill and 
considerable daring to finish eighth. 

The 250cc race was another thril- 
ling battle of wits, slip-streaming 
and banged fairings, won by the 
narrowest of margins by Anton 
Mang; his 34th GP victory. It was 
a Honda walkover, with NSR V- 
twins taking the first five places, with 
Carlos Lavado the top Yamaha in 
sixth. 

The earlier 80cc race and Satur- 





day’s 125cc event also yielded thril- 
ling but less numerous battles for the 
lead, but the day was marred by a 
fatal accident to a local rider in a 
supporting Yamaha production 
race. 

Monza is very fast, interrupted by 
three chicanes. It was at these that 
a number of riders fell, in the attempt 
to match up to Gardner’s triumphal 
progress in practice - among them 
Niall Mackenzie, Christian Sarron, 
Tadahiko Taira and Suzuki's Kenny 
Irons. Haslam's crash was the nast- 
lest. “I was using a tire that grips 
well, but lets go quick," he said. “1 
thought I'd get a quick time if I 
didn't spin the wheel, but on the way 
into the first chicane the back let go 
with the throttle closed. It came 
round like a car spinning, then dug 
in and spat me off. I bounced twice, 
then the bike hit me on the back of 
the head." 

His-new carbon-fibre back protec- 
tor broke, but saved his vertebrae. But 
he was concussed and had a very stiff 
neck as well as bruises, and was a 
doubtful starter. 

Nobody could match the flying 
Gardner, not even Kenny Roberts, 
who made a single practice outing 
on one of the injured Mike Baldwin's 
Team Lucky Strike Roberts bikes, 
his first GP outing since 1983. 
Roberts was 13th fastest, but it was 
his first outing to the other riders' 
third, and he would have been in the 
top six in Thursday morning's 
warm-up session. 

It was a high spot in a rather 
predictable practice period. Gardner 


.led from.the start, and when Lawson 


finally closed to within four-tenths 
of his time in the last outing, the. 
Australian took another spin and cut 
almost another second off. “I could 
have gone faster," he said. “I got held 
up a couple of times." 

His team had not yet found the 
presumably electronic problem that 
dropped him from first to 10th the 
weekend before at Hockenheim. 
Chief engineer Jerry Burgess said: 
“We took the bike out in untimed 
practice exactly as it was in Ger-

many, with the same amount of 
petrol and everything, and it was 
perfect. In the afternoon, it broke 
down again. It's probably a 
temperature-related electronic break- 
down, and we've replaced all the 
electrics (linked ignition. and 
exhaust-valve control boxes, and rev 
counter) They’ll need to be lab 
tested. 

Gardner finished up at 1.48.66 
(119.13 mph), to Lawson's 1.49.89, 
but the one time “Wollongong Wild 
One's,” confidence was shaded by his 
memories of failure at Hockenheim 
last week, and of Monza last year, 
where he was hit and hurt on the 
start line. 

A downhearted Marlboro Yamaha 
were using last year's cylinders on 
some bikes, but Lawson said: “I can't 
feel any difference. Our top speed is 
close to the Honda's, but they 
accelerate so well that they just jump 
away every gear change. They also 
handle real well; they can change 
line more easily than us.” 

Lawson's teammate Tadahiko 
Taira was alongside of him on the 
front row, then Haslam's black 
Honda NSR and Christian Sarron's 
blue Gauloise Yamaha. 

On row two, КӘ McElnea was 
best, then Pier-Francesco Chili’s 
three-cylinder NS500 Honda, at 
1.50.87. Since this time was some two 
seconds faster than his usual, the 
general consensus was over-partisan 
Italian timing. But in a country 
where having a pit pass only means 
that you can use the gate rather than 
climbing the fence, it didn’t seem 
worth protesting. 

Mamola, at 1.50.93, was encour- 
aged by the continually improving 
tire performance, even without 
having the time to test a number of 
Dunlops. “Му bike’s fast too,” said 
Mamola. “Апа with the new slim 
fairing (still shared only by Mamola, 
Lawson and Taira), I can pull taller 
gearing than the other guys. Like at 
Hockenheim, that’s an advantage for 
slipstreaming here. My target now 
is Eddie Lawson... I don’t know 
about the Hondas.” 

Then came Niall Mackenzie, who 
was having trouble reconciling his 
hard-leaning, front-wheel biased 
style to a fast track he hadni’t seen 
before. He tried a bias-belted tire in 
practice, and reverted to the radial. 
"It's more stable in the corners," he 
said. “I tried to change my style at 


4 Hockenheim, so as not to rely on the 





front wheel as much - but it slowed 
me down. Now I'm having trouble 
getting back. I'm looking forward to 
the twistier circuits, like Rijeka.” 

Rothmans Honda's Syunji Yatsu- 
shiro was apparently still giddy from 
last week's thump on the head at 
Hockenheim, and was joined on the 
third row by Manfred Fisher's fast 
Honda triple, and Schwantz’ V-four 
Suzuki. Schwantz meant to make his 
last GP visit for some time count, 
and was going close to the edge and 
getting away with it to wheel the 
Suzuki round at 1.51.53 - better than 
two seconds ahead of teammate 
Kenny Irons. 

Next was Raymond Roche, riding 
(and crashing) the all-new Cagiva, 
with a more compact engine using 
smaller Mikuni carburetors to nar- 
row the V-angle, and an otherwise 
unremarkable frame that moves the 
back suspension linkage about the 


swingarm, improving both ground 


clearance and the lower exhaust run. 
Not bad, first time out. 

Then Roger Burnett's clumsy- 
looking 1986 Honda NSR, New 
Zealander Richard Scott's ex- 
Gardner NS500. Scott has impressed 
everyone in the short space of two 
GPs, being fast and safe, and at 
Monza he signed up for a test and 
"at least four GPs" with Kenny 
Roberts' team. 

Lawson led the 500cc race briefly, 
but the second time around Gardner 
was in front, and there followed the 
pattern of pre-Spencer 1987. The 
Honda gradually pulled away, but 
this time at less than half-a-second 
a lap, and Lawson was riding the 
wheels off the Yamaha to keep him 
in sight, snaking out of the first 
chicane in à two-wheel slide that 
carried him out to the curb. Even so, 
the end was pre-ordained, and the 
gap was 15.66 seconds at the flag. 

Lawson was pulling away from 
Mamola rather faster, while he 
grappled with McElnea and Sarron, 
and Taira closed remorselessly. 
Haslam, who had been helped off the 
bike after warm-up, was content to 
watch from behind. 

Next, Mackenzie’s V-four Honda 
led Roche's Cagiva and Chili's NS, 
but not for long. Both had overtaken 


. him by lap 15, when Schwantz began 


to close up in a big hurry. Riding 
every bend as if it was the last, 
Schwantz outbraked Mackenzie into 
the first chicane, and bullied his way 

















past Roche halfway through it. He 
passed Chili too, but if Schwantz 
looks like a future World Champion, 
so does the talented young Italian, 
and he stayed in his slip-stream, and 
че past as they crossed the finish 
ine. 

This was but a sideshow to the 
battle for third. Several times, McEI- 
nea outbraked Mamola into the final 
chicane, with Taira freshly arrived 
and charging, and Sarron hanging 
on grimly. But every time across the 
finish line, Mamola had repassed 
McElnea. After all the big Briton, 
“drafts like a truck.” 

With five laps to go, Haslam 
started to close the gap, and as he 
joined onto Sarron’s tail, Taira ran 
on straight at the far chicane, and 
dropped to seventh behind him. 

They maintained this order across 
the line until the final lap, when 
McElnea again outbraked Mamola 
for the last chicane. But Mamola, put 
off-line by some backmarkers, didn’t 
give in this time, and “аз I put it 
over for the last left, there was Rob 
right in front of me. My momentum 
carried me into him.” 

McElnea had tire marks halfway 
up his back, but Mamola ended up 
on the dirt and in the hay bales. 
Afterwards, he admitted an error in 
judgement. “I knew two bikes 
couldn't fit through the chicane. I 
should have let him past, and drafted 

ast him over the line, like I had 
efore.”” 

McElnea’s heart skipped a beat (he 
had crashed оп the last lap here last 
year), but he managed to retain 
control as both Sarron and Haslam 
nipped past. Do or die, he ran back 
inside Haslam in the final glorious 
Parabolica curve, and had all-but 
passed Sarron across the line. 

The win puts Gardner in the World 
Championship lead, “But that 
doesn’t mean anything at this stage. 
Anything can happen in a race - look 
at Germany, where I only got one 
point. I want the title, so I'm just 
going out there to win races, one by 
one." 

Lawson was depressed, but com- 
plimentary. '"Wayne's bike has more 
low-down power than the Yamaha, 
and he's getting the best out of it. 
I'm also riding better than last year, 
but unless Yamaha surprises us by 
producing something much better, 
I can't hope to match him." 

A rather more surprising post-race 
revelation was that Schwantz' Suzuki 
had been clutchless throughout 
(teammate Irons pulled out after one 
lap with a broken clutch plate). So 
that's why he didn't slow down for 
the chicanes. s 

The question in the 250cc practice 
sessions was whether or not to 
remove the power valve from the 
Honda NSR V-twins. Without it, the 
top end was stronger, but the power 
was peaky, which made the chicanes 
difficult. Mang elected to keep it, 
Dominique Sarron left his out and 
Jacques Cornu and Reinhold Roth 
tried it both ways, and ended up on 
top of the practice tree. 

Roth had his broken collarbone 
plated and screwed directly after 
coming second at Hockenheim, and 
"I went jogging two days later." 
Cornu had 1.56.82, Roth 1.57.27, 
with another seven riders in the 1.57 
bracket. 


They were Carlos Lavado and his . 


Yamaha, Loris Reggiani on the 
powerful revitalized Aprilia with 
modified Rotax engine, Mang and 
Carlos Cardus’ NSR Hondas, 125cc 
World Champion Luca Cadalora’s 
Yamaha YZR (the top Marlboro bike 
in the injured Wimmer's absence), 
then Sarron and Yamaha-mounted 
Juan Garriga. 

Qualifying was hectic, with 58 
entrants, and practice split into two 








groups — odd and even numbers. In 
the race, it would all depend on 
slipstreaming. 

It was a magnificant close battle 
all the way, led briefly but well by 
Cardus, until he was slowed on lap 
nine by a nipping-up engine that 
wouldn't rev. Then Reggiani took 
control, until his Aprilia suddenly 
slowed with ignition trouble. 

Now it depended upon Mang, 
usually but not always in front of 
Sarron, Roth, Carnu, Pons and 
Lavado's lone Yamaha. Garriga 
chased until lap eight, when he lost 
the front end at the first chicane. 

Up front, Mang did it all. “1 
braked later than ever at every bend, 
and when I led into the Parobolica, 
on the inside line, I knew nobody 
could pass me." 

Roth was second, two-tenths 
behind, then came almost the same 
gap to Sarron and Cornu. Not five 
seconds later, Pons led Lavado by less 
than two-tenths; Monza racing at it's 
very best. 

The 125cc race was a virtual 
reproduction of the. Hockenheim 
race as Fausto Gresini and. Bruno 
Casanova on Garellis slugged it out 
with August Auinger's fast MBA - 
the rest of the field was left far 
behind. 

The result was only a little differ- 
ent: Gresini first again, but Casanova 
second in his teammate's slip-stream, 
and Auinger less than half-a-second 
behind. 

The 80cc class saw another fine 
duel between the works Swiss Kraus- 
ers of Gerhard Waibel and Stefan 
Dorflinger and the works Spanish 
Derbis of Jorge Martinez and Manual 
Herreros. 

Early leader Waible slipped off at 
the chicane, and remounted to finish 
out of the points. Then Herreros 
managed to hold up Dorflinger 
while Martinez made a run for the 
flag. Round three to the Spanish 
again. e

Riding history: *I wasn't ex- 


posed to the joys of motorcycling - 


until I was 48 years, old and I 
have been trying to make up for 
lost time ever since. A man who 
worked for me wanted to borrow 
money to buy a motorcycle, and 
I told him I didn’t want to lend 
him money to kill himself. I had 
the usual attitude of the uniniti- 
ated toward motorcycles. He con- 
vinced me it was his life and only 
my money, bought a Triumph 
and gave me a ride on the back. 
I liked it so much that I bought 
a dirt bike the next week and a 
street bike the week after that. 
Within a couple of weeks I was 
buying so many bikes and liked 
them so much that we bought 
the shop. For 10 years FORBES 
Magazine owned Slegers-Forbes 
in New Jersey, the biggest motor- 
cycle dealership at the time.” 














Riding preference: “I enjoy 
all types of riding. In fact, we 
have more dirt bikes than horses 
on our ranch in Colorado. But, 
of course, touring is my favorite. 
Most exciting were the trips 
through Russia and China. 
Wherever we go in the world we 
ride Harleys, and they have the 
same mystique everywhere. Our 
most recent trip was to Japan, 
where we again combined motor- 
cycling with hot air ballooning; 
this time the balloon was in the 
shape of the Golden Temple of 
Kyoto. Nick Ienatsch from 
MOTORCYCLIST rode along 
with us and wrote about the trip. 
Next year we’re going to Germa- 
ny (including East Germany), 
where the balloon will be shaped 
like a bust of Beethoven.” 


Views on motorcycling: “I 
like the sense of independence 
and oneness with the elements... 
and the spirit of those who are 


on bikes, the camaraderie.” 


Motorcycles owned: “We 
collect a lot of old things, from 





autographs to Faberge eggs, but 
in motorcycles I don’t collect the 
old ones. In fact, the only old 
one I have is a BMW chopper. 
All of the bikes I own (about 60) 
were a turn-on for one reason or 
another; new models that were 
somehow different or appealing. 
Usually the motorcycle I’m on is 
the one I like best.” 


Magazine: “I thoroughly enjoy 
every issue of MOTORCYCLIST.

Hines rocks 
Wrentham Two-Day

WRENTHAM, MA, MAY 24-25 


Kevin Hines came back to Massachusetts 
and home this month after a six-month tour 
of the U.S. racing scene, and celebrated his 
homecoming by taking the overall victory 


at the King Philip Trail Rid- 
er's AMA/ISDE Qualifier this 
Memorial Day weekend. 

'The H&H KTM/2-Racing/ 


Malcolm Smith/Dunlop/Offroad/ 
Duralube/Kal-Gard-sponsored rider 
matched wits against Lojak Cycles 
Husqvarna rider Eddie Lojak — they 
both rode on the same minute — and 
two days of bar banging came down 
to a slim 22-second victory for Hines 
after a decisive win in his final 
motocross special test. Third overall 
fell to Kurt Hough on his 250 Honda. 
After chasing Lojak all weekend 
Hough was only 10 seconds shy of 
Lojak's score. 

The event was very carefully 
planned and laid out by the King 
Philip Trail Riders, a NETRA club 
that has used the local trails for years 
in their enduros. It was "Another 
typical New England course!” 
according to NETRA Champion 
Steve Vanasse, who worked the event, 





and to riders unaccustomed to 
NETRA enduros the toughness of 
the course came as a bit of a shock. 
“АП this course proves is that local 
riders can beat the big boys on their 
own trails!” complained Intent rider 
Dwight Rudder. “This kind of 
riding is just plain dangerous!” 

Not all of the Intent riders agreed 
with Rudder, and the local riders just 
shrugged and went on riding. A King 
Philip spokesman explained that the 
layout crews don’t go out searching 
for hard spots and difficult trails, but 
that this was "all we've got to ride 
on up here!" The fact that most of 
the trails had been ridden heavily for 
years. certainly contributed to the 
overall roughness of the event. 

“The trails were in good shape," 
said Hines. “I could tell that the club 
spent a lot of time grooming the 
trails. There were very few logs and 
other trash across the trails, most of 
the face-slappers were trimmed. 
They did an excellent job." * 
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Kawasaki KDX200-mounted Jeff Fredette bites the dust during a special 
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test section. Fredette went on to finish fourth in the 250cc class. 


Even so, the rocks were there to 
stay. "I'll complain and say I hate 
it” said Team Husky rider Jeff 
Irwin, “but I had a good time. They 
had some good riding out there, but 
it wasn't easy.” 

Day one 

After a drenching downpour early 
Sunday morning, the decision was 
made to run at the "dry" or “А” 
schedule. The course was damp, but 
not necessarily muddy (by New 
England standards), and the rain was 
appreciated by all who experienced 
the local dusty conditions before the 
start. The route consisted of two laps 
of an approximately 50-mile loop, 
with a motocross special test timed 
to the second on each lap, and a 
timed terrain test in the afternoon. 

Right from the start, the rocks were 
the main topic of trailside conver- 
sation. “1 haven't found a spot yet 
where I could let go long enough 
to pull my Roll-Offs," complained 
ISDE veteran Ron Ribolzi, spon- 
sored by Dave Mungenast's Louis 
Honda. “This course is going to 
hammer us, a lot of guys won't make 
it. But still, you gotta love it!" 
Ribolzi said: Some would disagree. 

Former National Champion Dick 
Burleson may not have loved it, as 
he took a fall in one of the first 
sections and broke his kneecap. “It 
was just a dumb little fall, I just 
tipped over. But my knee pad must 
have rotated out of the way and I 
punched my knee.” The curious part 
was the bike and number he was 
riding on. Burleson had assumed 
Terry Cunningham's number and 
rode on Cunningham's bike — the 
same bike Cunningham broke his leg 
on in Illinois, and also the same bike 
that Cunningham rode when he 
wrecked his knee in Georgia. “1 
think we're going to have to hire an 
exorcist for that bike," said Burleson 
as he crutched around the gas stop. 

The attrition didn't stop there. 
Carolina Tool's Randy Hawkins 
retired early on the first day after 
destroying his rear hub in the rocks. 
Since the hub is a marked part, 
replacement was impossible, and his 





only choice was to pack up the trailer 
and head back to South Carolina. 

Barry Higgins came up from 
Georgia to help Hines as well as try 
to put in a good ride, but was first 
foiled when his Husky Four-Stroke 
ate its ignition during a practice ride. 
No problem, he borrowed one of 
Kevin's bikes and started the event, 
only to crash in a section and pinch 
a nerve. “It was the weirdest thing, 
all of a sudden my hands went numb 
and I couldn't hold on." Barry 
packed it in shortly afterwards. 

Open class hopeful David Crain 
crashed and hurt his knee, and Tax 
Harvey, riding in the 125cc Intent 
class suffered a countershaft seizure 
on his CR Honda that put him out 
early. Finally, American Honda/ 
Answer Products-sponsored Drew 
Smith, who had been looking good 
all day, limped into the impound 
with a hole:as big as your thumb 
in his XR250's crankcases. “I threw 
a chain in one section and it tore 
off the boss on the case half that holds 
the shift return spring. I’ve been 
pouring oil into it as often as I 
could," said Smith, “but I don't 
know what's going to happen." 
Before impounding the bike, Smith 
cleaned the hole and filled it with 
epoxy filler, and Honda #217. spent 
the night laying on its side. 

At the end of the first day it was 
Lojak leading Hines by 36 one- 
hundredths of a second, with scores 
of 1452 to 1452.36, respectively. 
Third place was Kurt Hough with 
1469.74; fourth was Fred Hoess, 
North Jersey's own Cagiva N.A./ 
Husky 250 rider, with a 1470.04; fifth 
was Team Husky's Dave Bertram 
with a 1473.20; Aaron Hough led the 
125cc class and was sixth with a 
1474.01; Jeff Fredette was seventh, 
scoring 1475.69; Ribolzi was eighth 
and second in the 125s with a 1507.79; 
and the first local rider was Broderick 
Cycle's Duane Goodermote, NETRA 
Hare Scrambles Champion for 1986, 
with a 1515.56. 


Day two 


The King Philip members prom- 
ised to ease up a bit and give the

riders some less rocky trail for day 
two, but clearing weather and the 
first day’s results led to a revision of 
the time schedule that took away a 
couple more minutes at each of the 
checks. A few riders were actually 
caught napping and entered the first 
check on their grace period, but the 
club was determined to not host a 
“one-day” test. 

Between the finish of the first day 
at 2 p.m., the posting of the scores, 
and the dawn of day two, a large 
number of local riders were houred 
out of the event. A lack of familiarity 
with FIM and ISDE Qualifier time- 
keeping had groups of riders stand- 
ing and scratching their heads, and 
more than a few riders were relieved 
to find that they’d gone over their 
hour. The C riders actually rode a 
different course during both days, an 
abbreviated version of the full 
course, without the special tests. 

Smith entered the impound area 
to find his epoxy job holding up, 
and he started the day with renewed 
energy. Through the trails and into 
the first special test he was flying, 
but it still promised to be a long day. 

Hines and Lojak suffered one of 
the few dramas they had to suffer 
during the run at about 32 miles out. 
It seems Hines was leading the two, 
when his odometer stopped working. 
"We were flying along, Eddie was 
following, and I didn't realize that 
the odometer quit. It stopped at 32.6, 
and we had a check at 34.6, and when 
I noticed it stopped I had no idea 
where we were! Eddie stopped and 
said, 'I thought you knew what you 
were doing!’ and I said ‘No way!’ We 
went into the check about 30. seconds 
into our grace, and almost lost some 
trail points!” Е 

Team Husky's Dan Smith, in the 
meantime, was out learning about 
New England. Since his first real 
eastern ride was the Alligator Enduro 
in Florida, he wasn't entirely pre- 
pared for the rocks and tight trails. 
As the day wore on, so did Smith, 
although reports that he'd “тип over 
his tongue" were greatly exagger- 
ated. Smith's bike gave up the ghost 
before the final motocross. 

As the riders dutifully pushed into 
the impound before the final moto- 
cross, it was obvious that they had 
had enough. The Intent riders 
remaining were actually pretty ener- 
getic, but as the rows got longer, so 
did the faces. “That was rough,” was 
about all you heard, and about all 
you needed to know. Bikes were 
patched together, as were riders. 
NETRA rider Kemp Stewart, in 
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Aaron Hough's older brother and 1986 ISDE Jr. World team rider, Kurt. 
Hough, nailed a second in the 250cc class behind Ed Lojak.

contention for the NETRA overall 
at the start, limped into the impound 
with fresh bandages over half of his 
face, the result of a lost argument 
with a tree branch. Finally, the word 
came down that bike number 127 was 
broken down out on the course, 
which meant that Smith wouldn't 
get to ride the final moto after all. 


Final motocross 

The first riders in were the first 
six off the line for the last motocross, 
and Kawasaki's Hallman/Spectro- 
sponsored Fredette took a convinc- 
ing holeshot that ended in a quick 
lowside, letting the pack roost past. 
Fredette got back up quickly, but 
never seriously challenged Aaron 
Hough for the win. 





'The most exciting race of the day 
was the second, where Hines and 
Lojak had their final battle. Lojak 
and Kurt Hough actually took the 
holeshot, but sweeping, outside-turn 
daredevil move by Hines left them 
both fighting for second. Lojak went 
down in one turn, twisting his knee 
and taking most of the fight out of 
him, leaving Hines and Hough to 
go at it. It was only a three lap race, 
but during that time Hough took 
more punishment than he had all 
week, eating buckets of roosted rock 
from Hines' rear tire on the narrow 
course. 

At the finish it was Hines first, 
taking the overall, and Hough 
taking second in the race and second 
in the 250cc class to Lojak. Tim

Shephard, from Athens, Ohio had 
only one comment after the 
impound: “I hope I never see another 
rock as long as I live!" And then he 
proceeded to blow away everybody 
else in his moto for a convincing 
wire-to-wire win. It made Shephard 
feel better, but after dropping a few 
route points during the day the moto 
couldn't change his score enough to 
pull him out of bronze. Bill Burgener 
had the same problem, his moto win 
looked good, but there just wasn't 
enough laps for a silver medal. 

Fritz Kadlec got a chance to win 
one, after moving past Husky team- 
mate O'Neal/Metzeler/Spectro rider 
Bertram. They were both having 
trouble dispatching local rider Kevin 
Hesnan at first, but eventually 
Kadlec got by and Bertram settled for 
third. Bob Bean nailed down his 
moto, but not without fighting off 
Irwin on the big Husky four-stroke 
and Allan Randt's 430 Husky. 

The dented bikes, bruised bodies 
and humbled egos were packed up 





and pointed generally west. There 
were plenty of DNFs, even in perfect 
weather, and a few dissenting voices 
were heard. But, as Bertram said, 
"It's about time we had a real 
Qualifier, something that separates 
the men from the boys!" e

AMA/NATC National Championship Observed 
Trials Series: Rounds 3 &4 


Schreiber, Young 
split Temecula wins

TEMECULA, CA, MAY 23-24 


National trials returned to southern Cali- 
fornia after a four-year absence - marked by 
the return of a familiar face, Bernie 
Schreiber. The one-time ATA whiz kid and 


former World Champion rode 
his Fantic to an eight-point 
victory over Ryan Young on 
Saturday for his 22nd career 
win. Young reversed the order on 
Sunday as he rode his Beta to his 
first win of the young season. 

Saturday's win was also Schreib- 
er's third in a row this year, as he 
posted a score of 23: to top Young's 
31. Swedish National Champion 
Jonny Andersson finished third on 
his Honda with a 55.4. 

Sunday was a different story, 
however, as Young scored his 
second-ever National victory. The 
win ended Schreiber's 14-event win 
streak. This was the second time 
Young has snapped impressive win 
streaks; last July he ended Scott 
Head's 16-event win steak. 





Young edged Schreiber, 30-33, 
with Mark Manniko finishing third 
with 49. Andersson added a fourth- 
pee finish to his third-place result 

rom Saturday, after tallying 51.2. 


Saturday 


Saturday's event marked Schreib- 
er's first competitive ride on the just- 


released Fantic 303. The new model, . 


currently ridden in World Cham- 
pionship competition by Thierry 
Michaud and Steve Saunders, made 
its debut in the first round of the 
series in Arizona, but Schreiber's 
wins came on the 301 Progress 2, 
released last December. 

Ninety-seven riders turned up for 
the southern California event after 
over 90 riders showed for the opener 
in Arizona. Schreiber jumped out in 


front on the first loop, taking : an a 8-

13 lead over Young. Both cleaned 
nine of the 12 sections. At an early 
section, Schreiber said. “I think it's 
going to be easy. I'm going to have 
a percentage ride." The traditional 
Schreiber approach to trials. 

Andersson dropped 21, one less 
than Maniko, to post the third best 
score for the first circuit. Schreiber 
turned in another eight on the second 
lap, although his clean-count 
dropped to six for 12. Meanwhile, 
Young dropped 12. On his final 
effort, Schreiber lowered his tally to 
seven, but Young, coming up with 
another nine-clean  scorecard, 
dropped just seven. That gave the 
victory to Schreiber, 23-31. The 
France-based Californian cleaned 24 
of his 36 rides, a mark topped by 
Young's 26 perfect sections. 

Andersson, on a Mid-South 
Honda, finished third with a 55.4 
while Manniko posted his best series 
effort to date, a fourth. Ron Commo 
and his Beta took fifth with a 70, 
four better than Andy Saum. Kip 
Webb guided his Merlin to seventh 
place while two Fantic riders, three- 
time Canadian Champion Steve 
Fracy and Californian David Pyle 
took eighth and ninth, respectively. 
Fracy edged Pyle by one point. 

The trial was held on private 
property, a real estate development 
near Temecula. The site offered out- 
of-state visitors a glimpse at tradi- 
tional southern California trialing - 
dry, dusty terrain cluttered with big 
rocks and bigger rocks. The five-mile 
loop wasn't demanding on the riders, 
but the section layout allowed spec- 
tators to catch. most of the action on 
foot by short-cutting the loop. 

In Support class action, the day's 
closest contest came in the Sports- 
men class. Michigan's Todd Coffey, 


‘last year’s High School Champion, 


topped Jeff Kingsford by one point, 
34-35. Robert Strohman, Jr. and his 
Fantic continued to dominate High 
School riders by taking his third 
straight National. Kevin Manniko 








finished second, 12 points behind 
while Geoff Aaron ended up third. 

John Ekdahl posted an easy Senior 
victory, 35-65, over Bob Kirkegaard. 
Bill de Garis took the Super Senior 
competition. 


Sunday 

Young seemed confident of beat- 
ing the champion sometime during 
the year and after turning in the 
previous day's best loop score and 
topping Schreiber in cleans, Young 
said. “It seems like I'm progressing 
everytime I get on the bike. I was 
third in the first round. Then I beat 
Jonny (Andersson) the next day and 
yesterday I was eight points from 
Bernie, so we'll see what happens 
today. My goal is to keep my number 
two ranking and see what I can do 
about Bernie. I want to keep moving 
up. I'll be really happy if I can beat 
Bernie." 

Young jumped out to a first loop 
lead, dropping 14, and was pid 
headed. Schreiber, who posted ei 
cleans to Ryan's four in 12 = 
found himself in third place with 16. 
Sandwiched between the two was 
Colorado’s Manniko, who lost 15. 
After using more than three hours 
of the allotted five, the champion- 
ship riders completed the final loops 
in two hours. 

Schreiber turned in the lowest 
second lap score, a seven, one better 
than Young’s eight, to narrow the 
lead to a single marker. Both riders 
scored seven cleans as Manniko held 
third place, six off the pace. 

Schreiber added eight more cleans 
on the final circuit to score a nine. 
Then he awaited Young’s arrival. 
Ironically, Schreiber was talking to 
Team Beta coordinator Ron 
Commo, Sr., when Young made a 
quick pit stop before tackling the final 
three sections. Working on four, he 
needed a nine or less to score the win. 
Young cleaned sections 10 and 11, 
the second clean giving him the win. 
He then three’d 12 - a three or five 
section. 





Jonny Anderson finished third оп 
Saturday and fourth on Sunday. 





"Both wins were super tough,", 


Young said of his two National wins 
to date. "Scott (Head) was really 
peaked out when I beat him and 
Bernie's number eight in the world. 
I had to stop him sooner or later. 
I wanted it to happen today. I just 
wanted to beat him at least once out 
here so he wouldn't have a tremend- 
ous advantage over me. Now it's 
three wins to one win. He still needs 
two more wins to wrap it up. I'm 
real happy. Now I'm going to win 
all of them on the East Coast. Today 
showed me that I can beat him and 
I'm going to go for the champion- 
ship, no doubt about it." 

Manniko finished third with a 2.2 
margin of victory over Andersson. 
Webb finished fifth with a 59, 18 
better than Ron Commo. Pyle edged 
Fracy by two, 82-84, while Steve 
Clark's 95 netted him ninth. 

Only two riders managed to sweep 
the weekend. Ekdahl posted his 
second Senior win of the weekend 
by a 24 point margin over Greg Krist. 
De Garis was the other two-time 
winner in the Super Senior class. 
Kevin Manniko ended Strohman's 
winning streak at three with a 20- 
point victory, 48-68. Jeff Kingsford, 
a one-point loser on Saturday, won 
the Sportsman class over Maran 
Nagengast, 44-48.

The Nevada 200: А trail 
ride trek of discovery

CALIENTE, NV, MAY 17 


Caliente, Nevada, is a hard place to find. 
It once was a bustling railroad town with 
a population of thousands, but today is just 
a tiny speck on the road map. The small 


town is located about three 
hours, by car, northeast of Las 
2 Vegas. 


Around May of every year, 
a very select group of off-road riders 
get out their road maps and set off 








in search of the tiny town, traveling 
from all over the western United 
States to take part in one of the 
country's most elite trail rides. 

The Nevada 200, as the event.is 
known, is the southwest's answer to 
the Colorado 500 — a 200-mile, 
weekend trek that takes a small 
group of invitation-only riders on a 
voyage of discovery through some of 
Nevada's most beautiful high coun- 
try, providing a unique blend of 
challenging riding, spectacular scen- 
ery and close-knit camaraderie. 

The ride is sponsored by the Best 
in the Desert organization, which is 
under the command of local Las 
Vegas off-road patriarch Casey Folks 
and desert ace Scot Harden. In the 
three short years since its inception, 
the cross-country trek has become 
one of the highlights of the motor- 
cycling year for the few lucky riders 
asked to participate. 

"We started this because we 
thought there was a need for it," 
Folks explained. "We're all so busy 
with racing and working that we 
don't get any time to just go out and 
have fun on our motorcycles and 
that's what this is all about. 

“We've had nothing but a good 
response," said Folks. “А lot of 
people have heard about it and we 
usually have people waiting in line. 
We can't take everyone though, 
because the facilities in Caliente are 
pretty restricted. We have a limit of 
60 riders because that's the number 
of motel beds there are in town." 

I was lucky enough to be one of 
this year's select few who gathered 
in Caliente on May 16. Bikes prepped 
and gear shining, we waited impa- 
tiently for the start of the first day's 
activities. After an early breakfast at 
the local VFW hall, it was time to 
mount up for an escorted ride 
through the streets of the town, out 
to the start of the trail. 

The riders were split into two 
groups. “When we started doing this, 
we knew there would be some guys 
who wanted to go on a fairly chal- 
lenging ride but we didn't want to 
exclude the others," explained 
Harden. “I lay out the A ride, and 
the main thing I look for is more 
technical, challenging terrain with 
no roads, and we ride at a faster pace. 
On the “В” ride, we try to stick to 
fairly well-defined trails and roads. 
It's not as physically demanding and 





you can slow down and watch the 
scenery a bit more.” 

With. Harden out in front of the 
A riders and Folks leading the B 
division, we set off into the Nevada 
high country, and I soon found out 
that you should never trust à course 
description given by a world-class 
desert racer. Harden's, “well-defined 
trails and roads," had sounded quiet 
and sedate — the type of ride more 
suited to wives on three-wheelers 
than to a bunch of experienced and 
semi-serious trail riders. But those of 
us looking for challenge and exhil- 
aration were not disappointed. The 
B trail led us through deep sand 
washes lined with overhanging trees 
and littered with rocks, through sage 
brush that could tear you off the bike 
at anything over two mph, and 
through grassy fields strewn with 
cow chips where we played two- 
wheel cowboy, weaving back and 
forth among the grazing cattle. And 
in the later stages of the day, as the 
pace-quickened, Harden’s, “slow 
down and. watch the scenery," was 
more a mattér.of grabbing a quick 
glimpse as the country-side raced 
past. Beautiful scenery;.a challeng- 
ing trail, and new friends to share 
it with — it was a trail rider's dream. 

As trailmaster for the B Group; ~ 
Folks kept the pace steady in the first 
section of the ride, giving us time 
to adapt to the buddy system of 
keeping track of our assigned partner 
and acting as corner markers for the 
pair of riders behind us so everyone 
could follow the unmarked trail. 

Mile after mile flew by as we 
played follow the leader through 
wide open spaces, riding up streams 
and down valleys, dodging wild 
horses and range cattle, and enjoying 
the unusually cool, overcast weather 
and the dust-free traction provided 
by rain that fell the week before. 

The trailmaster called a halt for 
rest and regrouping about every 20 
miles, and. each stop provided a full 
run-down on the history of the area, 
bringing the past alive with tales of 
gun battles, prospectors and early 
settlers. 

And so the morning went — 
history lessons, wide open spaces and 
the endless trail merged into an off- 
road rider's dream, broken only by- 
“Big Bob" Maichle's support truck, 
which appeared at regular intervals, 
bouncing along almost non-existent 
roads out in the middle of nowhere, 
bringing gas and refreshments to 
wherever the trail took us. 

The A and B riders came together 
for lunch at Bennett Springs, a tree- 
lined, frog-filled oasis in the vast 
Nevada wilderness. Bennett marked 
the half-way point of the day's ride, 
and from that point on, the “trail 
ride" took on a new character. 

The relaxed pace of the morning's 
ride disappeared completely. After 
hours of riding, judging the skills 
of other participants, and learning 
to read the ever-changing trails, the 
competitive spirit broke through and 
the ride heated up as new-found 
friends battled it out in the sand 
washes, forced each other off the trail 
in the corners and soaked each other 
in the river sections. 

Laughing like kids and mud- 
splattered from head-to-toe, we kept 
the battle going all the way back to 
Caliente. At the end of the 130-mile 
ride we. looked like something out 
of Creature From The Black Lagoon. 
There were twisted knees and bruised 
elbows among the riders; sprockets 
missing a few teeth and some bent 
bars and fried clutches among the 
bikes. And, like so many of the 
others, I was brown from head to foot 
after going over the bars in a deep 
silt section. 

But there were smiles all round — 
smiles that continued through a 











steak dinner back at the VFW Hall ^ 
and into the evening when we

“This one was neater than the rest 
of them -- tougher and more demand- 
ing," said desert ace Scott Morris, 
who, like his father Mike, has ridden 
all three Nevada 200 events. “Тї was 
fast too.

Faria had open ground and two 
laps to catch Schwartz and the 
Silkolene/Malcolm Smith/C. T.I. 
Brace/Justice Brothers/Oakley Wes- 
lake. Faria closed the gap, but he was 
trying to get by on the inside and 
Schwartz. was guarding the pole. 
When the checkered came out it was 
Schwartz to the win with Faria glued 
to his rear tire. Third spot went to 
Oxley with Ott taking the wrap up. 

Young Greg Hancock, the 1985 
Junior National Champion, looked 
like a seasoned veteran as he won all 
four of his races including the eight- 
lap Handicap main event. Hancock 
(Bruce Penhall/Off Shore/Malcolm 
Smith/Bobby Schwartz/Thunder 
Wear Gloves Weslake) came off the 
10-yard line to lead the entire race. 

Ed Castro and Keith Larson both 
passed Scott Brant, who was having 
a problem in the first bend, for 
second and third. Faria, coming from 
the 50, picked off Larsen for third 
before the end of the first revolution. 
Faria then challenged Castro who 
was able to fend him off until the 
fourth circuit when Faria got the 
drive on the back straight. 

Faria had a clear shot at Hancock 
and he had half of the race to catch 
him. Unfortunately, there would be 
no stopping the fleet Hancock. Faria 
couldn't close the gap and the 
talented youngster was headed for his 
first-ever South Bay Stadium win. 
Hancock won the main by a half 
straight over Faria. Oxley made a last 
lap charge at Faria, but had to settle 
for third with John Cook, visiting 
from Northern California, fourth.

Ascot Speedway 
double to Ermolenko

GARDENA, CA, MAY 14 

Sam Ermolenko, of the British 
League's Wolverhampton Wolves, 
made his first appearance of the 
season at Ascot South Bay Stadium 
on. Thursday night. You would 
think that the popular rider was a 


° weekly regular as he won both the 


Scratch and Handicap main events. 

Coming along with Ermolenko 
was teammate and two-time Junior 
National Champion Ronnie Correy. 
Correy was fresh off a fifth place 
finish in a qualifier for the European 
Junior Championship in West Ger- 
many four days earlier. He will now 
contest the finals of that event in 
Poland next month. 

Bobby Schwartz came to Ascot 
with five consecutive Scratch main 
wins at South Bay Stadium and he 
was undefeated on the night. He had 
to be considered the favorite even 
though Mike Faria was off the pole. 
Schwartz would start in gate two 
with Ermolenko out of three and 
Phil Collins on the outside. 

Schwartz got the gate and set the 
pace into the first turn but Ermo- 
lenko took the Pick Your Part/ 
Shoei/Smith Goggles/Alpine Star 
Boots/Kal-Gard/PCL Weslake to 
the extreme outside in the first bend. 
“Sudden” Sam churned through the 
cushion, much to the delight of the 
fans, and he moved by Schwartz for 
the lead as they came off turn two. 

Ermolenko had a small lead over 
Schwartz and Faria. Faria was all 
over Schwartz for second but the 
defending National Champion 
guarded the pole and Faria would 
have to go around if he wanted 
second. 

After four laps it was Ermolenko 
for the win with Schwartz and Faria 
directly on his rear wheel. 

Ermolenko got a big break in the 
Handicap main due to another 
rider's miscue. Billy Gray set the pace 
on lap one of the main but Correy 
relieved him of that spot on the 
second circuit. The young star 
quickly moved away from the pack 
and began to establish a good size 
lead. 

Correy's good fortune was coming 
at the same time that a couple of 
other riders were having miserable 





luck. Eddie Castro pulled to the 
infield when his motor began to seize 
up while Brad Oxley pulled in after 
his had completely seized. 

Late in the race the battle was for 
second with Ermolenko trying to 
hold back Faria. They were flying 
but had no chance of catching Correy 
in the remaining laps. Correy had 
almost a half straight lead when he 
took the white flag but suddenly he 
slowed down. Coming off turn two 
on the last revolution both Ermo- 
lenko and Faria shot by. Correy had 
mistaken the white flag for the 
checkered. 

Correy pegged the throttle after 
Ermolenko and Faria shot past but 
it was too late. He had to settle for 
third. The win was Ermolenko's by 
a half length. On the slow down lap 
Corey circled the track with his head 
down but Ermolenko attempted to 
cheer the 20-year-old up. He sent the 
trophy to Correy's pit after the races, 
saying that it really belonged to the 
younger rider.

Ermolenko, Faria win 
at Speedway USA

VICTORVILLE, CA, MAY 16 

Sam Ermolenko, making his first- 
ever appearance at Speedway USA, 
made a big impression on the high 
desert fans by winning the eight-lap 
Handicap main event and placing 
second to “Е1уїп”” Mike Faria in the 
Scratch main. 

Another good sized crowd came to 
the track to see Ermolenko for the 
first time, and to see their favorite, 
former track champion Ronnie 
Correy. 

The Scratch main was one of the 
best of the season. Faria would be 
challenged by Schwartz, who had 
already racked up 14 wins on the 
year, Ermolenko and Keith Larsen. 

Faria, on the Shoei/Bill's Pipes/ 
Kal-Gard/Oilzall/Cody Products 
Jawa, was coming off the pole. 
Ermolenko was off gate two with 
Schwartz out of three and Larsen on 
the extreme outside. The anxious 
Schwartz pushed the tapes twice 
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Mike Faria slid to the inside of Sam Ermolenko on lap one of the Scratch 
main at Speedway USA and went on to score the victory. 





before the gate lifted but Ermolenko 
got the gate and held a slight 
advantage into the first turn. Faria 
found some traction on the inside 
and pulled alongside Ermolenko 
going down the back chute. 

Faria got the lead and a slight 
advantage as they hit turn three. 
Ermolenko was in the deep dirt on 
the outside and he made a quick and 
spectacular stab for the lead as they 
came off turn four. The crowd went 
wild but Ermolenko had to back off 
or he would have gone down. That 
gave Faria the lead. 

Ermolenko stayed directly on 
Faria’s rear tire and he hounded him 
until the final bend on the last lap. 
Ermolenko momentarily parked and 
Faria, finally, had victory assured. 
Larsen, who won the Handicap 
main the previous evening, took 
third with Schwartz fourth. 

The Handicap main turned into 
a battle between former Poole Pirate 
teammates Ermolenko and Bobby 
Ott. Ermolenko and Ott quickly 
made their way from the back yar- 
dage and by the end of the second 
lap they had passed early pace setters 
Greg Hancock and Billy Hamill. 

Ott had his Godden in the lead 
but Ermolenko was parked on his 
rear tire by the end of lap three. 
Ermolenko took the Pick Your Part/ 
Shoei/Kal-Grad/PCL/Alpine Star/ 
Smith Weslake to the outside on lap 
four and he tried to go around Ott 
but he found too much traction and 
had to back off. 

Ermolenko’s miscue gave Ott 
some breathing room and it 
appeared as though he was going to 
win his first Speedway USA main of 
the season until a slight bobble 
coming off turn two on the seventh 
lap gave Ermolenko a chance. Ermo- 
lenko seized the opportunity and 
shot to the inside. By the time Ott 
recovered Ermolenko was by and on 
his way to his third triumph in three 
days. Ermolenko wheelied over the 
line, much to the delight of the fans, 
to win over Ott, Hamill and Faria.

Schwartz, Larsen 
score at Costa 
Mesa Speedway

COSTA MESA, CA, MAY 15 
After his winning streak was stopped 


at five the previous evening at Ascot 
South Bay Stadium, Bobby Schwartz 








was asked what he was going to do 
about it. Schwartz laughed and 
replied, ‘I’m going to win tomorrow 
night at Costa Mesa." Twenty-four 
hours later he looked like a prophet 
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as he won his second Scratch main” 


in a row at the Orange County 
Fairgrounds track. 

The win by Schwartz was his 14th 
of the young season on the circuit 
and his third at Costa Mesa. He had 
to contend with southern California 
point leader Mike Faria, Brad Oxley 
and Dubb Ferrell. 

Schwartz let everyone else draw for 
positions in the main and he was 
going to take what was left over. The 
competitors drew positions two 
through four and that left Schwartz 
and the C.T.I. Brace/Silkolene/ 
Malcolm Smith/Oakley/ Justice 
Brothers Weslake on the pole. 

Schwartz got another 1mmaculate 
gate and he set the pace into the 

irst bend. Faria had to start in gate 


four but he was second off the line 


and he almost rocketed around 
Schwartz for the lead as they came 
off turn two. Faria ran out of drive 
and Ferrell moved into second. 
Schwartz had it all going his way 
and he put some distance between 


himself and the remainder of the! 
field and won by four lengths over : 


Ferrell. Oxley and Faria closed on 
Ferrell on the last lap but time ran 
out and they had to settle for the third 
and fourth place spots, respectively. 

Tony Bienert came down from the 
high desert just so he could be a 
reserve rider. It proved to be a smart 
decision as Biednert got on the 
program and won both his heat and 
the four lap Support class main 
aboard the Record Express Godden. 
Trinon Cirello ended up second 
while New York's Lenny McBride 
finished third. 

The final race of the evening was 
the Handicap main. Tuff McBride, 


a former Golden Glove boxer, started | 


up front and he paced Keith Larsen 
and Scotty Brown in the early going. 
Larsen and Brown sandwiched 
McBride at the end of the opening 
circuit and they took up the fight 
for the point position. 

Larsen and his Highland Fra- 
mers/Vern Marshall Drywall/Boot 
Ranch/Nautique Sports Wear/Sim- 
ple Green-sponsored week-old Jawa 
was going to be tough to beat. Ron- 
nie Correy, in from England, slipped 
into the third spot on lap two. 

Correy was throwing his front tire 
over the inside line in an attempt to 
get past Brown for second but Brown 
continually held him at bay. Brown 
then had another force to deal with. 
That was Faria and he came charg- 
ing into the third spot on lap six. 











Keith Larsen topped the Handicap 
main at Costa Mesa. 


Larsen held a slim lead but the real 
action was back in second and third. 
Faria was rubbing his front tire all 
over Brown and just after Larsen 
took his first checkered flag of the 
season, Faria got inside Brown and 
managed to snare second just inches 
before the line.

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, MAY 20 
Over 4000 fans jammed the Inland 
Motorcycle Speedway to witness the 
third running of the Bruce Penhall 
Classic. After 20 heats of champion- 


ship racing, two riders, Bobby 
Schwartz and Mike Faria were tied 


with 14 points. The victor was 
determined in a four-lap runoff and 
as has been the case most of 1987, 
the victory laurels ended up with 
Schwartz. 


One of the early favorites saw his 
title aspirations disappear in the very 
first race. Sam Exmolenko took a soil 
sample and last spot. The win went 
to “Dangerous” Dubb Ferrell over 
Phil Collins. C.T.I. Brace/Malcolm 
Smith/Justice Brothers/Silkolene/ 
Cirello Racing Weslake-sponsored 
Schwartz began his march to the 
championship by defeating the 
defending champion John Sandona 
in event two. 

Faria dropped his only point of 
the night in event three when he was 
by Brad Oxley. The opening round 
ended with Northern California stars 
John Cook and Jim Sisemore finish- 
ing first and second in event four. 


Schwartz out fought “Showtime” 
Bobby Ott on the first lap of event 
five and went on to pick up his 
second win of the evening while 
Ferrell, after an opening race win, 
broke a drive chain on the final 
circuit and collected zero points. 
Cook won event six to stay even with 
Schwartz while Ermolenko fell once 
again and he surprisingly didn't 
have a point after two rounds. 

After Steve Lucero: won event 
seven, Faria went around Collins on 
lap one and went on to win event 
eight. Collins had a chain break-on 
the last lap and that triggered a nasty 
.tumble by himself and Gary Hicks. 
Both were able to get up and walk 
away.

One of the key races of the meeting 
was event 10. Faria was off the pole 
with Schwartz out of two. For good 
measure Ermolenko and Sisemore 
were also in the four lapper. Faria 
gated the pack but he went wide in 
the first bend. That left the pole open 
to Schwartz. The defending National 
Champion seized the opportunity 
and tried to get by, but Faria had 
enough power to maintain his 
advantage. Ermolenko then chal- 
lenged Schwartz for second at the end 
of the first lap, but Schwartz cut off 
the outside line and that was all she 
wrote. Faria took the win with 
Schwartz second and they were tied 
for first but not for long. 


Cook came out and won event 11 
and he had a one point bulge over 
both Faria and Schwartz after three 
rounds. 

Faria and Cook met to start the 
fourth round and Faria gated the 
field from position two. Cook was 
third until the end of the first circuit. 
There he moved into second and 
riding the extreme outside line, he 
gave Faria a war that lasted until the 
final lap when Faria moved away to 
win by four lengths. That put Faria 
and Cook level at 11 points and after 
Schwartz won event 15 all three were 
tied heading into the final round. 


Faria won his last ride with ease 
and all he could do was watch Cook 
and Schwartz battle in the final 
event. If either of them won he would 
meet them in a runoff for the crown. 
If, by some chance, neither of them 
won, the victory would go to Faria. 
He wasn't so lucky as Schwartz led 
it all the way to set up a run off. 


Faria won the coin toss for the 
runoff and chose gate two forcing 
Schwartz to start in gate four. That 
pr Faria the advantage, but 

chwartz got a beautiful gate and by 
turn one he had come down the track 
and was in front of Faria. The 
outside was pretty much gone so that 
left Faria with only the inside to get 
by, but Schwartz was guarding the 
pole. Schwartz parked 1t going into 
turn three on the second lap and 
Faria rammed him smashing his 
front tire into Schwartz' left hand. 
They both continued on and 
Schwartz led the remainder of the 
way to win by a bike length.

Christian waltzes to 
Orange County 
Speedway win

Alan ‘‘Crazy’’ Christian finally 
received some good fortune and he 
waltzed to the victory in the Scratch 
main event on KROQ Fox Night at 
the Orange County Fairgrounds. 
The win by the former National 
Speedway Champion was his first of 
the 1987 season. 

Christian had looked tough on the 
STP/PAX Racing/Quaker State/ 
Cal Fab/Cirello Racing Weslake all 
evening long. Early on he had beaten 
the likes of Bobby Ott, Phil Collins, 
Brad Oxley and Mike Faria, but he 
had to prove himself one more time 
in the main event. 

In the main Ott was out of two 
with Faria in three and Bobby 
Schwartz, who has been winning 
everything in sight, on the outside. 
Using the pole to his advantage, 
Christian was the first rider into turn 
one with Schwartz and Ott tucked 
right behind. Faria went to the 
outside of Ott and took third at the 
end of the first circuit. The slender 
Colton, California resident then 
tried to shoot under Schwartz for 
second as they came off turn two on 
lap two, but Schwartz shut the door. 

Schwartz was never far behind 
Christian in the event, but the leader 
was not about to be denied. When 
the Jerry King checkered flag 
brought an end to the affair it was 
Christian by a length over Schwartz 
with Faria and Ott rounding out the 
field. 

In the Scratch main Faria didn't 
have a very good outing, but he had 
been sizzling in the Handicap races 
all night long. It was only approp- 
riate that he took the Shoei/Cody 
Products/Kal-Gard/STP/MJB Plat- 
ing Jawa from the 50 all the way to 
the win in the crash-plagued eight 
lapper. 

It took four tries to get the event 
in and-on the fourth start Faria was 
on the front row with Andy Nor- 
thrup. The race still had five laps 
to go and Faria immediately raced 
into the lead. The only question, 
barring mechanical failure, was how 
far he would win by. The race for 
first was over unless there was 
another red. 

The fans turned their attention to 
second where Oxley, Dubb Ferrell 
and John Cook were clawing at 
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Bobby Schwartz leads Mike Faria in the runoff at the Pruce Penhall Classic 
at IMS. Schwartz edged Faria by a bike length for the win. 


Northrup. Ferrell was the first past 
Northrup when he moved him off 
the pole in turn one on lap four. 
Oxley and Cook then passed Nor- 
thrup on lap six for third and fourth, 
but they had no chance of catching 
Faria. 

Faria began waving to the crowd 
by lap seven and when the race ended 
he had a half straight lead. Ferrell, 
whose bike was belching smoke off 
the final corner, took second with 
Oxley only a half of a wheel back 
in third. Faria was more than happy 
since he won his heat after being sent 
back to the 60 (penalty line) for an 
intentional lay down.

It's Schwartz again 
at Speedway USA

VICTORVILLE, CA, MAY 23. 
Thus far in the 1987 season, Bobby 
Schwartz has been dominating the 
Scratch mains in southern Califor- 
nia. He has been winning most of 
those mains from the gate, but 
Saturday evening at Speedway USA, 
the story was different. Schwartz had 
to fight his way from behind. When 
the four lapper ended Schwartz was, 
as usual, the first rider to cross under 
the checkered flag. 

Unlike other nights this season, 
the defending National Champion 
was not aboard his trusty Weslake. 
Instead he broke his Italian made 
GM out of moth balls and it per- 
formed to perfection. 

Silkolene/Justice Brothers/Mal- 
colm Smith/C.T.I. Brace/Bell- 
sponsored Schwartz had to do it the 
hard way in the main. He was out 
of gate four and when the tapes flew 
up he found himself chasing Rob 
Pfetzing, who was making a rare 
Speedway USA appearance, into the 
first bend. Schwartz kept to the 
outside in an effort to find traction 
and he made his first try at the lead 
at the end of the first revolution. It 
wasn't enough and Pfetzing kept his 
Weslake in the point position. 

Schwartz stayed wide and as they 
came off the second turn on lap two 
he powered by Pfetzing and into the 








lead. Seeing that the outside had 
worked for his opposition, Pfetzing 
tried it out on lap three. At first it 
didn't work, but as they came off turn 
four and headed for the white flag, 
Pfetzing got the drive and began to 
gain on Schwartz. It wasn't enough. 

Pfetzing stayed wide going down 
the back straight on the last circuit, 
but Schwartz moved to the center of 
the track to hold him off. The move 
worked and Schwartz had his 19th 
win of the young season.. Pfetzing 
wasa close second with Keith Larsen, 
who passed Alan Christian in their 
semi to make the main, third. 

RS Aviation/Red Baron Pizza/ 
Ken Maely/Castrol Jawa-sponsored 
Tuff McBride hasn't been having a 
great year, but he won all three of 
his Handicap rides including the 
eight-lap main. 

McBride was off the short yardage 
on the start and he took the initial 
lead over Scotty Brown, Andy Nor- 
thrup and Scott Brant. Brown ran 
into trouble almost immediately as 
his rear tire began to go flat and by 
lap five he was a spectator on the 
infield. 

Brant made the first move at 
McBride on the second lap when he 
moved into second. Brant applied 
extreme pressure to McBride, but the 
former Golden Gloves boxer failed 
to fold. 

Brant tried everything he knew, 
but McBride was hanging tough and 
then Brad Oxley began to close in 
on the leaders at the halfway point. 
At the white flag Oxley was brea- 
thing down Brant's neck. Oxley got 
inside Brant as they came off the 
second turn for the final time. Oxley 
put his Weslake right on McBride's 
rear tire as they went into turn three 
and McBride was feeling the pres- 
sure. He drifted off the pole coming 
off turn four and left the inside to 
Oxley. It wasn't enough. Oxley 
couldn't find the drive and he fell 
short by about half a length. Brant 
ended up third. 

Highland Framers/Speedway & 
Happening Magazines Weslake- 
sponsored Jessee Finch made it three 
wins in a row in the Support class 
while Vision Street Wear/Fishing 
Boats Unlimited Weslake-sponsored 
Josh Larsen won the Junior main 
event.

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Kelley wins three 
-at Tampa RR

-It was Eddie Kelley’s day all day as 
he entered three events and won all 
three at the Florida Gran Prix Rider’s 
Association Tampa Fairgrounds 
road race. 

Starting with the first event of the 
day, Kelley convincingly took first 
overall and the class 3 win in the 
class 1, 2 and 3 Endurance race. 
Riding smooth and fast, Kelley led 
from the drop of the green flag. By 
the end of the race, he had established 
a substantial lead over the rest of the 
field. As would happen throughout 
the day, Ducati-mounted David 
Hand and Todd Trumble, aboard a 
Honda Hurricane, would never be 
more than a couple of bike lengths 
apart, vying for second and third 
positions.

In 250cc Intermediate action 
Deano Cowan styled his way to 
double moto wins over a 26-rider 
field.

Texan Glenn Smith stunned spec- 
tators and racers alike Sunday with 
two very fast Kawasaki Ninjas which 
he raced to second: place in the 
Middleweight and Heavyweight 
Superbike classes behind Henry 
Tecza and Scott Thomas, 
respectively. 

Steve Jensen got things rolling 
with the Novice class holeshot on his 
Team Junk and Bob’s Used Cycles- 
sponsored Kawasaki 1000R Ninja. 
Scott Cusack took over the lead from 
a tiring Jensen on lap four, but 
crashed hard enough to bring out the 
red flag on lap eight. Cusack took 
the win with Jensen losing second 
to teammate Alan Lee on the last lap. 

No one knew what to expect when 
Smith took the Middleweight 
Supersport class holeshot on his 
Kawasaki 600 Ninja, but it didn’t 
take long to see that Smith was here 
to win. Using some very unusual 
lines and riding right on the edge 
of crashing, Smith led the first four 
laps while being hotly pursued by 
another newcomer, Andrew Leisner. 
Leisner rode a Wood-Rotax 600cc 
single which Ron Wood is currently 
developing for sale. 

On lap four, John Knox got into 
turn 12 a little too deep and low- 
sided spilling some oil. Corner 
workers yellow flagged the corner 
while cleaning up the oil, but Smith 
maintained his pace and passed 
several racers. On the next lap Smith 
saw the black flag come out, but 
ignored it and raced on. 

After the race a heated debate 
between track officials resulted in 
Smith’s disqualification. First place 

would have gone to Leisner, but 
a protest over his Rotax prototype 
stood, so James Cox of Nevada was 
awarded first place. 

The next race saw Smith grid his 
stock appearing 750 Ninja next to 
Kelly Byrd’s Yamaha FZ750. When 
the green flag dropped, Smith pulled 
a spectacular wheelstand and led the 
Heavyweight Superbike class into 
turn one. Byrd pushed Smith hard 
for the next three laps as the leading 
pair turned very quick 1:10 second 
laps. Byrd led lap four, but was out 
of the race on lap five. 

With Byrd out, Smith backed off 
the pace which allowed Scott Tho- 
mas to catch and pass Smith. Smith 
ended up with a hard fought second 
place ahead of Willie Adams and 
Nevadan Henry Tecza. 

The Unlimited Superbike race saw 
Bob Utley lead the first two laps with 
his breathed on Suzuki GSXR1100. 
Kelly Byrd soon forced his way past 
Utley as Kye Gunn, on another 
1100cc Suzuki, moved in to 
challenge. 

Gunn dispatched Utley on the 
next lap and closed on Byrd. The two 
leaders battled intensely and nearly 
crashed on the last lap trying to out- 
brake each other into the final 
corner.

“The Suzuki contingency races are 
going to be a dogfight and Joe 
Pittman's the man to beat today," 
said Portland's Keith Pinkstaff 
during the lunch break when 
WMRRA hosted it first Suzuki 
money race at Seattle International 
Raceway. 

Zlock Racing's Pinkstaff beat 
Pittman in the 1100cc contingency 
race, but crashed out of the GSXR 
750 contest. Australian Craig 
Trinder passed Pittman on the last 
lap of the final, but a late race crash 
and resultant red flag left the out- 
come in doubt. 

Dirt and rubber residue from a 
recent high school drag race resulted 
in uncertain traction for many riders. 
No one was seriously hurt, but many 
riders put the shiny side down. 

Pinkstaff won the 750cc Superbike 
money race. Doug Renfrow took 
second ahead of Jamie Dick from 
Rapid Motorcycles in Victoria, B.C. 
Bruce Behal's Ninja 750 gridded 
fourth, but crashed hard in the final. 
His partner Doug Renfrow said, 
"Bruce grabbed the brakes before 
turn two and nothing happened, and 
he pitched it. Later on we noticed 
one of the calipers had a brake pad 
missing." Steve Littlejohn's fourth- 
place Yamaha was the only threat 
to Suzuki hegemony. 


The $1000 Suzuki first-prize in the 
GSXR1100 race got Pinkstaff and 
Pittman working hard. Pittman's 
Bellevue Suzuki won the pole during 
the morning four-lap qualifier, and 
he stayed within striking distance of 
Pinkstaff throughout the final, his 
bike shaking a bit each time they 
rocketed out of turn nine. 

- In the end, Pinkstaff's Dunlop- 
shod GSXR1100 took the checkered 
flag ahead of Pittman's Michelin Hi- 
Sports-equipped Suzuki. In the 
cooler morning hours some riders 
said their Hi-Sports were reluctant 
to warm up, but Pittman attributed 
his problems to power and gearing. 


Craig Trinder was grateful just to 
merit third-place money. His 1100 
had the disconcerting habit of pop- 
ping out of gear when least conve- 
nient. Trinder's father was on hand, 
and the whole Insulate Industries pit 
crew was thankful to Highlirie 
Suzuki owner Ray Bardine. When 
spares couldn't be located, Bardine 
gave them rings — out of a show- 
room bike — lowering the 1100's 
compression leakdown from 45% to 
six percent. 

Pinkstaff's luck failed him in the 
750сс race. There was oil in the esses, 
and it was there he crashed on lap 
two. His aged front tire gave way and 
he said oil had nothing to do with 
it. 

Pittman wasted little time grab- 
bing the lead. He and Trinder set 
a pace in the one- minute 30-second 
range. Then they took it down to a 
blistering 1:29.55 — an unofficial 
class record — on the 2.25-mile 
course. 

On the white- -flag lap, at the end 
of the straight, near the apex of flat- 
out turn one, Trinder got by Pittman 
and managed to stay there till the 
checkered flag. 

That would have been it, plain and 
simple, if Mark Haskins hadn’t 
crashed hard in the turn two sweeper. 
Haskins went to the hospital with 
back pain, but later was reported i in 
good shape. 








So Trinder took the finish ahead 
of Pittman, Dale Franklin, Mike!

BY Released th second 
a red flag with the checkeith on got 
One interpretation of the rules says 
that when a race is red flagged, the 
victory goes to the leader of the 
previous lap. The Bellevue Suzuki 
pits were confident of this, and 
Pittman added, “We're laughing 
because it looks like Trinder’s walt 
and see strategy didn’t pay off.’ 
When posted results showed Trinder 
the winner, Pittman’s crew imme- 
diately protested. WMRRA officials 
seized lap charts and were scheduled 
to decide the issue in a special 
executive meeting May 19.

Hundreds of motorcycle dealerships 
have come and gone in the past 75 
years, but when one motorcycle 
dealership keeps its doors open for 
that period of time, it’s cause for a 
celebration. 

But rather than just having a few 
friends over for a small party, the 
A.D. Farrow Company of Columbus, 
Ohio, rented out a local civic center 
and invited all motorcyclists to 
celebrate their anniversary with 
them. 

That celebration came together in 
the form of The Heritage of Amer- 
ican Motorcycling Expo, which 
featured motorcycles ranging from a 
1913 Indian board-track racer to the 
1986 Baja-finishing Harley Comet. 
Nearly 80 machines were featured in 
the show. 

With such a display of motorcy- 
cles, there were some tough choices 
to be made for the people’s choice 
trophy for the best motorcycle in the 
show. The voting was so close that 
Toledo, Ohio’s Steve Magnatta and 
his immaculately restored 1939

Bell-supported Mann holeshot the 
125cc Pro final and stretched his lead 
on every lap en route to the flag. 
Spectators in the stands alongside the 
big anthill jump roared their appre- 
ciation each lap as Mann launched 
his Kawasaki to incredible heights 
over the jump. “I wasn't doing that 
just for show,” said Mann. “It was 
faster and it was fun!" 

Yamaha riders Gerald Wood and 
Robbie Taylor had a brief dice for 
second spot. Wood got by to finish 
second with a comfortable margin 
over Taylor. 

The 250cc/Open Pro main was 
hard-fought in the opening laps as 
Rodney Neeley showed the way 
ahead of Wood and Mann. After 
three very hot laps, Neeley went wide 


` in the turn past the whoops and 


Mann followed Wood in tandem on 
the inside to drop Neeley to third. 
Two turns later, Mann pulled along- 
side Wood in midflight over the 
anthill and passed Wood in the 
following big sweeper. 

Mann then set sail to win by a wide 
margin over Wood. Qualifier winner 
Tommy Martin charged from the 
back of the pack to finish third over 
Neeley and Taylor. 

Afterward, Mann explained why 
he made the long drive up from 
Jacksonville, Florida, saying, 
""Thereweren't any good races to ride 
this weekend in Florida, and I 
wanted to get in some track time on 
a clay surface. I like this track, too, 
it was worth the drive up." 

The 125cc B division saw a good 
match between Aiken Kawasaki's 
Trey Phillips and Honda. of 
Augusta-backed Bryan Rice. Rice 
narrowly edged Phillips for, the 
holeshot to begin a duel that was 
interrupted when Phillips fell after 
a jump. Four laps later Phillips

Steve Lewis and 
Gerald Greene were in a tussle for 
fifth, while Barnes jumped into 
second and closed in on Ashworth. 
Simmons crashed out and Ashworth 
picked up his pace to hold off Barnes 
for the moto win. Harris was a safe 
third over Lewis and Greene. 

Barnes was applying pressure on 
Ashworth in moto two when Ash- 

worth went wide in a turn and the 





race was all but over. Barnes scored 
the win over Ashworth with Harris 
alone in third followed by Lewis and 
Greene. 

Suzuki-mounted Mike Andrews 
maintained a slight lead over Lance 
Eubanks in the first 250cc A moto 
until he crashed on the stairstep 
jumps and dropped out, “but I landed 
on my butt so I'm okay," laughed 
Andrews.
